Notable features: 
This is a row of original shop fronts except for numbers 1010 
and 1012 which have been Nformstoned. They form a nice series 
and should be preserved if possible. Number 1000 presents an 
interesting and varied side on Schroeder Street. Number 1006 
has a late addition to its top floor.2 Numbers 1024-1026 are 
3-story gable roof houses. Number 10/8 is a later commercial 
building for a saw mill, with a large 12/12 window on the top 
floor, which appears to have been a frame addition on top of 
a masonry building. The 1896 map shows the lumber yard at 103^/ 
1040, the marble works at 1030 and storage building at 1028. 
The marble works building shows on the 1851 map, but set back 
from the street. 
Environmental context: 
Lots at 1002 and 1004 are vacant; 1006-1012, and 1020 are vacant 
buildings; it is hard to tell since almost every one has the 
upper floors vacant or in storage use. The context is real 
commercial blight. (See comment for 1110-1128 W. Baltimore Street.) 
This entire group, plus 1032/1040 and back to Pairmount could 
be turned into a delightful commercial-entertainment area,
